Charles  W.  "Charley"  Hood,  44,  an  11- 
year  veteran  of  Southern  Baptist 
International  Mission  Board  (IMB)  work  in 
Colombia,  was  gunned  down  April  21 
within  hearing  distance  of  his  family  out¬ 
side  their  home  in  Bogota. 

Hood's  wife  Becky  said  that  just  min¬ 
utes  after  her  husband  walked  out  of  their 
house  at  about  3  p.m.  to  make  a 
short  trip  to  the  bank,  she  heard  a 
shout  and  a  gunshot.  She  raced  out¬ 
side  and  discovered  her  husband  in 
his  truck,  mortally  wounded  in  the 
chest.  A  pair  of  men  on  a  motorcy¬ 
cle  was  spotted  speeding  away 
from  the  scene. 

El  Canoso  —  "f 
one,"  as  his  Colombian  friends 
called  him  —  was  laid  to  rest  in 
Kansas  City  a  few  days  later.  He 
leaves  behind  his  wife,  an  11th-

Charley  Hood  was  one  of  us,  a 
product  of  our  churches  and  institu-  thing  to  you 
tions.

The  latest  LMCO  and  World 
A  gifts  were  part  of  a  $2.15 
appropriation  for  missions 
work  at  home  and  overseas 
that  the  executive  committee 
made  on  Feb.  5  at  Causey's  rec¬ 
ommendation. 

Part  of  the  money  comes 
from  the  challenge  portion  of 
the  1997  Mississippi 
Cooperative  Program  (Cr) 
budget.  The  remainder  comes 
from  unencumbered  reserves. 

Unencumbered  reserves  are 
funds  not  specifically  allocated 
by  the  convention  board  or  des¬ 
ignated  by  donors,  such  as  the 
interest  earned  on  investments 
and  MBCB  department  funds 
returned  from  the  previous 
Causey  an-  budget  year. 


"This  is  one  of  the  greatest

Side  effects  of  treatment  led  to  infections  that  nearly 
took  her  life.  "I  did  not  know  you  could  be  so  sick  and  live,"  she  said.  After  a 
brief  remission,  the  cancer  returned  in  January  and  brought  her  to  Baptist 
Medical  Center  for  chemotherapy.  Since  her  initial  diagnosis,  she  has  received 
treatments  in  Hattiesburg,  New  Orleans,  Houston,  Texas  and  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
and  finally  at  Baptist.  She  reports  that  she's  found  Baptist's  cancer  treatment 
team  to  be  efficient,  friendly  and  professional,  the  equal  of  any  program  in  the 
country.  "I  won't  go  anywhere  but  Baptist  from  now  on,"  she  explains.  "This 
is  where  I  need  to  be."

Traditions 

Mark  7:1-13 


By  Grace  Graham 


Adults  tend  to  resent  people 
who  do  not  follow  commonly 
accepted  traditions.  The  dictio¬ 
nary  defines  tradition  as  a  belief 
or  custom  transmitted  by  word 
of  mouth  from  age  to  age  or  reli¬ 
gious  doctrine  preserved  orally 
from  generation  to  generation. 

Evaluating  tradition  (7:1-5). 
Oral  traditions  were  preserved 
and  were  passed  on  because 
the  life  neeas  of  the  communi¬ 
ty  were  being  met.  People  hold 
on  to  things  that  are  meaning¬ 
ful  and  meet  their  needs.  God 
used  processes  which  met 
human  needs  to  preserve  his 
inspired  Word. 

The  scribes  had  made  a 
"fence  about  the  law."  They 


gave  very  specific 
instructions  about  most 
human  actions  so  that 
one  would  be  stopped 
by  the  "fence"  before 
ever  actually  breaking  one  of 
God's  commands.  The  law  of  the 
scribes  had  eventually  been  put 
;  with  God's  law. 
stic  appearance 
‘ :  was  the  "let¬ 
ter"  and  not  the  "spirit"  which 
was  emphasized. 

The  pharisees  and  scribes 
watched  the  disciples  carefully 
and  found  that  they  were  eating 
with  unclean  hands.  This  had 
nothing  to  do  with  sanitary 
washing.  All  the  jews  that  held 
to  strict  tradition  washed  their 
hands  after  going  to  the  market 
place  because  they  might  have

been  in  contact  with 
something  ritually 
unclean.  Mark  explains 
all  of  this  in  verses  3  and 
4  so  that  the  Gentiles 
would  understand. 

They  asked  Jesus  the 
reason  he  and  his  disci¬ 
ples  did  not  follow  the 
ancient  tradition  of  cere¬ 
monially  washing  hands 
before  eating.  Jesus 
•ponded  by  quoting  scripture. 
Evaluating  tradition  (7:6-8). 
Do  you  have  an  eye  for  traditions 
that  are  contrary  to  God's  word? 
Jesus  charges  the  pharisees  with 
being  hypocrites  who  allowed 
human  traditions  to  take  the 
place  of  God's  commands.  Were 
they  conscious  of  their 
hypocrisy?  Possibly  not,  but  they 
were  inviting  men  to  maintain 
proper  relationship  with  God  by 
way  of  external  rules. 

No  one  comes  to  God  in  this 
way!  Isaiah  29:13  describes  this 
very  problem.  The  keeping  of 
tradition  was  a  means  of  exter¬ 


nal  praise  to  God  without  any 
commitment  of  the  heart  to  true 
worship.  Think  about  this  as 
you  worship  this  week.  Do  you 
go  through  the  motions  of  wor¬ 
ship  or  ao  you  give  yourself  to 
God  in  worship,  heart  and  all? 

Condemning  tradition  (7:9- 
13).  It  can  be  easy  to  find  excus¬ 
es  to  avoid  inconveniencing 
ourselves.  Jesus  talked  of  this 
type  of  behavior.  He  gave  the 
example  of  a  seemingly  godly 
tradition  that  allowed  adults  to 
violate  the  command  of  God  to 
honor  their  parents. 

At  the  very  heart  of  the  law, 
giving  honor  to  parents  is  com¬ 
manded.  But  typical  of  the 
way  the  religious  leaders 
twisted  the  law,  it  was  possible 
to  vow  to  the  temple  all  of  the 
money  that  would  normally 
have  been  set  aside  for  the 
future  helping  of  parents. 

"Corban"  was  a  gift  that  was 
dedicated  to  God  and  could  be 
used  for  no  other  purpose.  It 
became  common  practice  for 


people  to  declare  all  of  their 
assets  as  corban  in  order  to 
avoid  their  responsibilities. 

Jesus  used  this  example  but 
made  it  clear  that  this  was  one  of 
many.  If  the  commandment  of 
God  is  rejected  with  this  end  in 
sight,  then  it  is  obvious  that  the 
tradition  is  merely  human  and  is 
opposed  to  God's  purpose. 

We  have  many  traditions 
today  that  are  not  necessarily 
prescribed  for  us  in  God's 
word.  Does  this  mean  that  these 
are  wrong?  Remember,  people 
hold  on  to  things  that  are  mean¬ 
ingful  and  meet  their  life  needs. 
God  can  use  our  traditions  to 
reveal  himself  as  well  as  give  us 
tools  to  grow  and  to  worship. 

This  week  evaluate  our  tra¬ 
ditions.  Are  we  ignoring  the 
commands  of  God  by  the  tradi¬ 
tions  of  men?  Obeying  the 
Word  of  God  is  more  important 
than  human  tradition.

Although  a  large-scale  block 
party  that  was  the  focus  of  the 
event  had  a  lower-than  expect¬ 
ed  turnout,  33  individuals  were 
led  to  faith  in  Christ  during  die 
weekend  and  student  volun¬ 
teers  left  eager  to  make  such 
witnessing  encounters  a  regu¬ 
lar  part  of  their  lives. 

'Tf  it's  that  easy  to  reach  out 
to  someone  while  they're  trying ' 
to  party,  then  it  should  be  much 
easier  on  our  own  campuses  to 
talk  to  people,"  saia  David 
Bernard,  a  sophomore  at 
Florida  State  University  who 
said  he  had  never  shared  his 
faith  with  strangers  before. 

"It's  worth  it  to  go  out  and 
tell  someone  about  Christ  and 
not  get  too  caught  up  in  our 
everyday  lives,"  ne  said. 

The  Black  College  Reunion 
"BeachReach"  effort  capped  off 
BreakOut  '98,  a  series  of  three 
spring  break  missions  protects 
coordinated  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Board's 
National  Student  Ministry 
(NSM).  Held  in  March  in 
Panama  City,  Fla.,  die  other 
two  events  relied  on  a  time- 
tested  combination  of  beach 
opinion  surveys,  free  van  rides 
and  free  daily  pancake  break¬ 
fasts  to  provide  witnessing 


opportunities  for  participating 
students.  According  to  NSM 
consultant  Bob  Hartman,  839 
collegians  participated  in  the 
three  BreakOut  events,  and  132 
professions  of  faith  were 
recorded. 

The  North  American 
Mission  Board  (NAMB)  and 
Florida  Baptist  Convention  also 
were  sponsors  of  the  Black 
College  Reunion  event,  the  first 
Southern  Baptist  evangelism 
effort  at  an  African-American 
spring  break  venue. 

The  first  full  day  of  the 
event  found  students  fanning 
out  across  the  beaches  ana 
streets  conducting  spiritual 
opinion  surveys,  passing  out 
tracts  and  otherwise  finding 
opportunities  to  share  their 
faith.  They  also  passed  out  fly¬ 
ers  for  the  Urban  Block  Party 
planned  for  the  next  day  at 
City  Island  Park  about  a  mile 
from  the  beaches. 

The  nine-hour  event  on 
April  18,  sponsored  by  the 
NAMB,  included  performances 
by  some  of  the  top  names  in 
gospel  and  Christian  rap  music 
ana  a  number  of  door  prize  as 
drawing  cards. 

Plans  were  made  for  thou¬ 
sands,  but  registration  peaked 
at  just  over  500  for  the  day  and 
many  of  those  were  local  resi¬ 
dents.  The  low  attendance  was 
not  unique  to  the  block  party.  A 
major  secular  concert  the  night 
before  at  the  same  location  also 
drew  only  a  small  crowd, 
prompting  relocation  of  anoth¬ 
er  heavily  promoted  concert 
the  following  night.  - 

NAMB  officials  said  orga¬ 
nizers  had  assured  them  tne 
park  location  would  be  a  cen¬ 
ter  of  activity.  As  it  happened. 
Black  College  Reunion  activi¬ 
ty  was  almost  exclusively  on 
the  beaches  and  nearby 
streets,  as  well  as  the  bridge 
leading  to  the  beaches  from 
the  mamland. 

The  primary  activity 
appeared  to  be  "seeing  and 
being  seen."  Students  passed 
the  time  in  traffic  visiting 
between  the  cars,  posing  for 
photos  and  video,  listening  to 
music,  and  occasionally 
exposing  themselves  for  the 
cameras, 

Despite  the  environment, 
volunteers  said  the  first  day 
in  particular  gave  them  excit¬ 
ing  opportunities  for  sharing 
their  faith.  About  20  people 
prayed  to  receive  Christ  that 
day.  Seeds  of  the  gospel  were 
planted  in  others  as  volun¬ 
teers  shared  their  faith,  and 
there  were  frequent  huddles 
on  the  beaches  as  Baptist 
Student  Union  students 
prayed  with  spring  break 
participants. 

"It  was  great  just  meeting 
people  and  seeing  them  from  a 
different  perspective,"  said 
Roger  Wright,  a  white  student 
at  Stetson  University  in  nearby 
DeLand.  "I  expected  far  worse, 
and  the  people  were  great. 
They  were  really  polite." 


‘Amy  Hunsucker,  a  student  at 
Florida  State  University,  said  that 
she  too  was  pleasantly  surprised. 

"What  I  saw  was  not  what  I 
expected  to  see,"  she  said. 
"When  you  see  some  of  these 
guys  you  think  they  are  going 
to  he  tough  and  hard,  but  they 
weren't.  ...  It  was  very  surpris¬ 
ing  to  me,  just  because  of  the 
whole  atmosphere." 

Florida  State  University's 
Bernard,  a  Haitian-American, 
said  the  experience  was  marked¬ 
ly  different  from  his  experiences 
a  month  earlier  during  a 
BeachReach  in  Panama  City. 

There,  he  said,  the  favored 
activity  appeared  to  be  alcohol 
consumption. 

The  African-American  stu¬ 
dents  —  possibly  because  they 
were  not  drunk  and  possibly 
because  they  were  not  as  influ¬ 
enced  by  other  religious 
groups  —  seemed  to  be  more 
willing  to  talk  about  their  spir¬ 
itual  condition. 

"I  think  a  lot  of  them  would 
have  come  to  the  block  party, 
but  everybody  was  going 
toward  the  beach  and  our  thing 
was  away  from  the  beach.  Ana 
a  lot  of  them  told  me,  'We're 
not  going  back,'"  he  said. 

Herb  Brisbane,  multicultural 
consultants  manager  in  evan¬ 
gelism  for  NAMB  and  coordi¬ 
nator  of  the  block  party,  noted  a 
statement  by  New  Orleans 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary 


president  Charles  Kelley  in 
assessing  the  strategy  for  the 
weekend. 

"He  said  that  Southern 
Baptists  are  a  harvest-oriented 
people,  but  we're  living  in  a 
non-seeded  generation," 
Brisbane  said,  noting  many 
people  know  virtually  nothing 
about  God. 

The  event  was  successful  not 
only  because  of  the  lives  that 
were  changed,  he  said,  but  also 
because  of  the  lessons  learned 
that  will  make  next  year's  effort 
stronger. 

Loy  W.  Reed,  director  of 
student  ministries  for  the 
Florida  Baptist  Convention, 
said  he  was  encouraged  by  the 
"holy  boldness"  exhibited  by 
the  students. 

"Every  day  we  went  out  and 
asked  that  God  would  protect 
our  eyes  and  our  hearts,"  he 
said,  "and  I  was  so  proud  of 
these  kids  because  they 
absolutely  went  out  there  with 
holiness,  they  shared  Christ 
unashamedly,  and  they  were 
just  not  intimidated." 

The  SSB's  Hartman  also  reit¬ 
erated  the  enthusiasm  and 
excitement  of  the  students  as 
they  crossed  racial  barriers  to 
share  Christ  in  a  manner  never 
attempted  before. 

"In  talking  with  campus 
ministers  ana  students,  to  a 
person  they  all  said  they'd  be 
back  next  year,"  he  said.

As  Christian  parents,  how  do 
we  respond  to  our  adult  daughter 
who  leads  a  sinful  lifestyle ?  We 
pray  for  her  but  dont  know  how 
to  handle  our  hurt  and  anger. 

You  are  taking  the  first  and 
most  important  step  when 
you  pray  for  her.  She  is  still 
your  child,  but  you  don't  have 
the  influence  over  her  that  you 
had  when  she  was  younger 
and  you  were  in  control. 

However,  your  influence  is 
still  very  important,  so  stay  as 
involved  as  possible.  It  may 
take  years  for  her  to  wake  up 
and  "begin  to  make  proper 
choices. 

The  hurt  and  anger  that  you 
feel  is  from  the  unmet  expecta¬ 
tion  that  your  daughter  would 
do  everything  right. 

Don't  lash  out  because  you 
are  hurt  and  angry.  Let  your 
daughter  know  now  hurt  you 
are  (she  already  knows,  "but 
keep  reminding  her).  Keep 
loving  her  as  a  parent  loves 
an  adult  child,  and  give  it 
more  time. 


A  word  of  advice:  It's  prob¬ 
ably  going  to  get  worse  before 
it  gets  better,  so  be  prepared  to 
hang  in  there. 

I  was  date-raped  by  a 
"friend,"  and  I  want  to  drop  out 
of  college  until  I  get  muself  back 
together.  How  do  I.  tell  my  par¬ 
ents  of  my  intentions? 

If  you  share  a  strong  rela¬ 
tionship  with  your  parents 
and  believe  they  are  willing  to 
help,  tell  them  directly.  If  you 
don't  have  that  type  of  rela¬ 
tionship  or  believe  they  will 
overreact,  enlist  a  trusted  fam¬ 
ily  friend  to  help  communi¬ 
cate  with  them. 

Unfortunately,  parents 
tend  to  react  before  receiving 
all  the  information,  due  large¬ 
ly  to  their  own  insecurities 
and  fears. 

By  giving  them  a  little  fore¬ 
warning,  using  "I"  state¬ 
ments,  and  maintaining  calm, 
you  can  soften  the  impact  of 
the  bombshell  you  are  about 
to  drop  on  them.
